If warm weather with copious 
showers of rains go fur anything, we 
may rest eesuted that there will be an 
abundant harvest this scason both of 
cereals and root crops, The spring 
was somewhat lingering “with several 
late frosts which did some damage 'o 
gorden vegetables that were sown 
eatly ; but uponthe whole there has 
mot been a great deal of damage done. 
The field crops with very few cxcep- 
tions came out of the ordeal all right: 


-and now as the warm weather has sect 


in in with fine showers of rain every: 
thirg has a hopeful appearance, 
There is one thing, however, remark- 
able about this season which we think 
has never been observed before, is the 
total absense of mosquitoes. In or 
dinary seasons the tittle ins c's have 
been very troublesome, especially in 
warm aud damp weather such a3 we 
have now. ‘Their general time of 
putting inanappearance being about 
the endof Mayor the beginning ci 
Juno, but so far they have not shown 
themselves. However with regard to 
insect pests, although the mosquito 
has not been heard buzzing around, we 
have another in its place which is 
nearly as bad. Asmall fly, something 
in style to the sand fly nas been §=yery 
teoublesome to cattle and horses this 
season. It iscalled by somethe sand 
fly ; but though near skin to it, they 
are net the same. Another pest 
which has made its appearance this 
season is a green species of wood 
louse which is commiting great havoc 
anong the foilage of the maple trees 
chicfly, stripping them bare and ip 
consequence killing the treas Wedo 
not know whether we are rizht or not; 
but we have a strong suspicion that 
there is some pvint of relationship be 

tweon the small flies we speak of and 
the wood louse which is killing the 
maple trees, It seems to us that 
these little green creepers that are sc 
destructive amongst the tree leav.s 
are the offsprsng of the tiny winged 
insect misnamed the sand fly. We< 

would like to seo an investigation 
made on this point, as also whether 
these small flies have anything to dc 

iu the matter of suppressing the mos- 
quito pest. But if really these smal! 
flies ure the parents of the wood louse 
and that they are to take the place of 
that which we were accustomed to, we 

certainly would wish the mosquit 

back again with all his faults:
